Income War Tax Forms Must 
^ Be Filed Before the 
31st of March 

, - 

It was inevitable that an income war 
tax law should have been placed on 
the statute books. The growing de¬ 
mands made upon Canada, as one of 
y the life and death battle with the for¬ 
ces of barbarism, and the necessity of 
distributing the burden as equitably 
as possible, made the imposition of a 
tax, based on ability to pay, merely a 
matter of time. 

All the great natrons engaged in the 
•conflict have found it necessary to 
make thO income tax one of their prin¬ 
cipal sources of revenue. Among the 

i.«ore striking evidences-of the will to 
Win in these times of sacriflce, is the 
spirit with which the people of Great 
Britain—upon whose shoulders rests 
the major portion of the war’s financ¬ 
ial burden—are going about the work 
of supplying the sinews of war. The 
people of France and the United Sta¬ 
tes are cheerfully doing their part and 
it is a foregone conclusion that the 
people of Canada, already inured to 
sacrifice, will make of the income war 
tax an opportunity to serve the holi¬ 
est cause which has ever engaged the 
attention of mankind. 

Like the fathers of the American 
Revolution, the free peoples of the 
earth have dedicated their lives, their 
.' fortunes and their sacred honor, to the 
cause which they espouse. The call 
the fortunes of the people of 
Canada is to take the form of a grad¬ 
uated tax on all incomes of $1,500 and 
over enjoyed by all unmarried persons 
or widows and widowers without de¬ 
pendent children, and of $3,000 and 
over enjoyed by all other persons, as 
well as by all corporations and joint 
stock companies. 

The Department of Finance, is now 
calling for' the filing of the necessary 
forms, filled out as requqired, before 
the 31st of March. While penalties 
for failure to carry out the require¬ 
ments of the act are provided, it is 
confidently expected that the people of 
Canada, jealous of their right to play 
a major role in the conflict, will res¬ 
pond to this latest call in a spirit of 
quiet patriotism. 

_ MORE MEAT DESTROYED

Thousands of Dollars’ Worth Allowed 
to Spoil in Montreal 

Great quahtitles of fish and meat, 
valued at many thousands of dollars 
and held in various cold storage plants 
throughout Montreal were ordered 
destroyed, during the past 30 days, as 
being unfit for human consumption, 
. according to extracts from the records 
of Food Inspector Boucher made pub¬ 
lic this week. The food destroyed in- 
cluded^]2,775 pounds of fish valued at 
$2,54^ and oysters to the 9hlue of 
$3,937. The greater portion of the 
»r,sc.t destroyed was immature veal. 
Some of the fish destroyed, it is stated 
-< a gi ought to Montreal upwards of 
a year ago.

CHANGE MADE IN 

AMUSEMENT TAX ACT 

The government has announced 
its changes in the amusement tax act. 
This really takes the place -of the thea¬ 
tre tax and makes some extensive 
changes. It increases the tax on thea¬ 
tres, extends the operation of the act 
and removes the exemption enjoyed 
by men in .uniform. The words place 
of amusement is made to include 
theatres and any sort of athletic gam¬ 
es or circus. Another clause provides 
that the lieutenant-govemor-in-coun- 
iii, may exempt certain amusements 
from the tax and it is understood that 
no such tax will be placed upon apy 
place of amusement devoted wholly 
.o religious, charitable or patriotic 
objects. It is also understood that no 
tax will be placed upon amateur 
sports. ' * 

Soldiers in uniform last year wer< 
exempt from the tax. This exemp¬ 
tion will be removed under an agree 
ment with the returned soldiers, the 
government making a flat grant tc 
certain soldiers’ needs, such as a funs 
for the caring of tuberculosis childrei 
the children of overseas soldiers. 

The amusement tax shall be at the 
following rates: 

1. When the price of admission i: 
from 10c to 20c inclusive, a tax of lc 

2. Where the price of admission ft 
more than 20c but not more than 75c. 
a tax of 2V4c. 

3. When the price of admission if 
more than 75c, but not; more than $1, 
a tax of 5c. 

4. When the price of admission it 
more than $1.00, a tax of 10c. 

. 5. A tax of 25c shall be paid by 
every person attending any boxing 
jout or contest. 

6. Where admission is given by past 
or complimentary ticket, a tax shall 
be payable at the highest rate chargeo 
for the performance to which admis¬ 
sion is granted. 

MUNICIPALITY WILL GET 

ONE-THIRD OF LIQUOR FINEb 

The amendments to the liquor act 
which were placed on the table on 
Tuesday provide that one-third of the 
fines in any city or town where action 
is initiated in any infraction of the 
.iquor act shall be handed over to the 
municipality. • 

It also provides that druggists and 
doctors may get any quantity of 
liquor from the vendors ipstead of 
limited quantities, as before, but 
more rigid regulations are made about 
inspection. -They cannot in future get 
any supply except at the vendor^’ 
stores. * - —' 

NO MORE PRE-EMPTION 

OF WESTERN LANDS 

The need for easily available land 
for soldiers’ settlement purposes in 
the west is so pressing that the Dom¬ 
inion government has decided to abol¬ 
ish pre-emption and purchased home¬ 
stead privileges. The necessary ord¬ 
er-in-council has been passed at the 
instance of Hon. Arthur Meighen.

NOG RAISING IS 

VERVPROFITABIE 

Professor Hutton Shows That 

a Big Money Can Be 
Made Easily f 

The last of the fortnightly popular 
meetings of the U.F.A. local was held 
at the I.O.O.F. hall on Saturday, a 
slim attendance showing conclusively 
that the approach of seeding would 
end the programme of excellent meet¬ 
ings that have been held this winter. 
There was not a woman present. Fur¬ 
ther meetings for business will be held 
at the call of the oxecutiye. 

"There is no - doubt at all,” said 
Proffessor Hutton, of Lacombe, who 
was the speaker, “that hog production 
is a wartime necessity, but it is equ¬ 
ally true that it is not a patriotic gra¬ 
tuity, but a profitable enterprise.” 
Even under the handicap of the extra¬ 
ordinary expenses that are necessary 
to experimental work the farm at La¬ 
combe has made a creditable profit. 
After explaining the chart, and re¬ 
viewing in detail the numerous exper¬ 
iments, the speaker laid stress upon 
the following: 

First: that pasture, together with 
grain, made the greatest and cheapest 
gains; second: that the self feeder 
ffnished quicker and at a cheaper ra¬ 
tio of cost per pound of pork; third: 
.hat an acre of pasture thus handled 
will give returns of 75c per acre, with 
little or no labor expenses; fourth: 
.hat an ordinary A shape pen, drought 
light, was sufficient housing. 

The pasture that gave the best re¬ 
sult was alfalfa and rape both in drills 
and in proportion of one to four. If 
alfalfa was ndt to be had,' then some 
barley. All of the ordinary' soiling 
crops, if pastured while about a foot 
high, contained nutrients almost equal 
to alfalfa. Grain rations in the self 
feeder, allowing the hogs to pick their 
own mixture, have excellent results. 
2,400 pounds of grain was saved by 
an acre of ideal pasture which carried 
J,000 pounds of pork during the 146 
days of feeding, bring the hogs off 
"very much earlier and catch a higher 
priced market. 

Prof. Hutton prophesied that a silo 
would be on every dairy farm and al¬ 
most every beef farm in Alberta, pea 
and oats silage proving the best.

“We are fighting and mean to con¬ 
tinue fighting in order to finish once 
for all with this policy of plunder and 
establish in its place the peaceful 
reign of organized justice.” 1 .

scale to aid in relieving the shortage 
of wheat flour substitutes and in re¬ 
ducing the price.

WIDER SCHEME OF COMPEN¬ 
SATION FOR THE WORKMEN 

A wider scheme of workmen’s com¬ 
pensation than that proposed in the 
mines compensation act, will, it i. 
understood, be submitted to the prov- 
incal legislature. The new measure t 
will be applicable to all trades, and 
the law will not be restricted to the 
workers engaged in the mining indus¬ 
try in Alberta. « 

Although no announcement has bgcn 
made oqtliping the scope of the new 
act, it is,learned that it % designed to 
be operative iiytfjfcfti to mines on 
August year, and 

Yor building and other trades January -* 
1st, 1919." 

Its provisions in respect to railway 
workers will be put injfo effect by 
proclamation. 

WILFUL WASTE OF FOOD 

PRODUCTS IS NOW ILLEGAL 

The following official slalcrrent was 
issued by the Canada food board: 

“Wilful waste of any food products 
resulting from carelessness, manner 
of storage or any other avoidable 
causes, is now illegal and subject to 
heavy penalties. Municipalities are 
obligated to enforce this regulation 
within their respective niunicip: I 
limits. An order-in-council has been 
passed embodying these provisions 
which were initiated by the Canada 
food hoard and recommended to the 
cabinet council by th'e minister of 
agriculture.” 

The Canada food board is giving 
power under the nrdor, if it has any 
reason to believe that food in any 
ware house, store,-'private house, buil¬ 
ding, promises, ship, railway car, ip- 
other conveyance, is likely to come un¬ 
fit for human oonsun^ition, to-require 
its immediate sale, or such other dis¬ 
posal as will prevent further deter¬ 
ioration or loss of the food. If the 
owner, or person controlling such food 
upon receipt of such notice doer, not 
at once comply with the terms of the 
Canada food board’s notice, the 
hoard may seize (he fi/od and sell it, 
or take such other action as it may 
deem necessary to prevent further loss 
or deterioration.

More than usual interest attached 
to the piesent sessidh of the provincial 
legislature on account of there being 
two women sitting there.

The articles 
in the dailies and the magazines have 
about them the atmosphere of the gen¬ 
eral, the cosmopolitan if you like, and 
when you read them you unconscious¬ 
ly roe in the articles and application to 
the country of the world at large; you 
are reading what you think is for the 
people other than yourself, wrongly, 
of course"; but you do, nevertheless. 
In your local paper you read that 
which has particular personal appli¬ 
cation to yourself and those immedi¬ 
ately around you because you live 
where the paper is published and 
know of the people and the events 
mentioned.

The taking of an inventory of one’s 
resources invariably induces a desire 
to save and a desire to save when 
translated, as it very frequently Ls, 
into a determination to save, tfeins 
getting on with the war, as well as 
happiness all around. This process; 
first an inventory of one’s resources, 
then a desire to save, applied to every 
unmarried person, or widow or widow¬

'and.to aU other persons receiving an 
income of $3,000 and over, will un¬ 
questionably result in a' large pro¬ 
portion of cases, in a determination 
to save.

AT THE LEGISLATURE 


The past week in the Legislature 
was mainly taken u,*. v.iih a <!'. ces¬ 
sion of Premier Stewart’s report of 
the conference at Ottawa. Tho 'dis¬ 
cussion resulted in a lot of talk but not 
a gfeat deal of substance. The out¬ 
standing exception was the address of 
Mr. Ggorgo Hoadly, opposition lador, 
who put worward a definite scheme 
for increasing food production. I’p jo 
the date of writing, the government 
lias not evolved a plan of its own, rroV 
lias it announced its acceptation of 
Mr. Hoadley’s scheme. 

The rumor in tho rorTiiToi's is that 
tho government will accept Mr. Hoad¬ 
ley’s plan. This remains to Is? seen. 
A brief outline of this scheme is as 
follows. 

The basis of pie scefue cxikts upon 
four principles, namely, (1) utilize 
all available land, (2) utilize all avail¬ 
able man power, (3) utilize all 'avail¬ 
able motive power (horse or machine)' 
and (4) confirm the producers’ belief 
in the necessity for production, am) 
in his ability to produce. 

The method of accomplishing these 
cads was elaborated, Mr. Hoadlcy 
would place the whale task in the 
hands of a Production Council com¬ 
posed of: 

(1) An advisory directorate icpre- 
-*Hting labor, agriculture, finance and 
government. 

(2) An executive staff of working 
officials to carry into effect the delib¬ 
erations of the council. 

Mr. Hoadiey illustrated the• secuV- 
ng of data by a series of qquestions. 
First, respectirfg the land: How much 
do you own? How much ready for 
spring crop? How much ready for 
summerfallow? How much unculti¬ 
vated but available? How much ad- 
much additional lund will you break 
with advanced assistance? What as¬ 
sistance in the way of money or labor 
do you require? 

His second series of questions il¬ 


lustrates the securing of duta repre¬ 
senting labor: What is your present 
available help? What help do you re¬ 
quire for sprirg war’:? What help do 
you require for Inter cultivation? 

| The next sei i«h hz. to do with pow¬ 
er: (horse or rmtoi power) Wiiat 
opwer have you now [available ? What 
powc-r do you require for spring? 
\Vhat power u„ require for later 
cultivation? Whaf additional seed or 
equipment do you require? „ 

In order to secure all this necessary 
data respecting the requirements for 
increasing production by voluntary ef¬ 
forts of the farmers, Mr. Hoadiey sug¬ 
gested the division of the Province in¬ 
to suitable districts for facility in or¬ 
ganization, und the utilization of 
Municipal organizations. 

Tn respecting the labor problem, his 
plun culled for (1) the registration of 
all laborers, (2) the opening of . em¬ 
ployment bureaus, whose task would 
he the placing of laborers for produc¬ 
tion work, and the replacing of labor- 
«cs at work after jet urn from produc¬ 
tion work. 

The financial obligations of the 
scheme would lie met by the 'Federal 
and Provincial governments and would 
include the following: (1) executive 
expanses, (2) employment expenses, 
"(3) transportation expenses in con¬ 
nection with transportation of labor 

Evangelist Barton completed a very 
successful camjiaign in the Cliamtiion 
church last Friday evening.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
commenncement of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency oi - 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption,vmay take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 60 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm labourer in 
Canadu during 1918 as residence dut¬ 
ies under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are adverti¬ 
sed or posted for entry, returned sold- 
ierswho have served overseas and 
have been honorable discharged, re¬ 
ceive one day priority in applying for 
entry at local Agents Office (but not 
Sub-Agency.) Discharge papers must 
be presented to Agent.
